being more full and complete than any that 
was formerly emitted it is fit here to ac- | 
quaint the reader, that this is printed exactly 
off the London copy, without any material 
addition or alteration, except in the 3d part 
of the book, and part 6. chap, 2. /eF, 1, that 
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come under the name of Riddles or myſteries, 
which (becauſe there were ſeveal demands 
in this country for a new edition) [ thought - 
fit to confirm by ſcripture-texts cited at the 
bottom of the page, for the benefit of thoſe 
that are weak in knowledge, and unacquain- 
ted with the ſcripture ®, I have directed 
them, by a letter of the alphabet, at every 
branch of the ſentence that is either ſeem- 
ingly or really oppoſite to the other unto 
ſome ſcriptural text, one or more, for, evin- 
cing the truth thereof: by which means the 
weakeſt that is willing may come to under- 
ſtand the moſt difficult paradox or myſtery 
mentioned in this work; at leaſt ſo far as to 
ſee, that every part of it is founded on the 
word of God, either directly, or by plain and 
neceſſary conſequene. 7 
Only this general rule is to be obſerved, 
namely, That the reader always conſider 
what is the ſubject treated in every ſection. 
or ſtanza ; and this, for the ſake of the more 
3Iliterate, I ſhall jliuftrate by two examples, 
the one concerning the law, the other con- 
cerning the believer, .

Now, that the believer is under no obliga- 
tion the law as it is a covenant of works, or 
to perform obedience to it as a ground of 
juſtification, (which is alſo the ſubject treat- 
ed in that ſection), is confirmed in the foot- 
notes' by the following ſcriptures, (to which 
you are directed by the letter (5), Rom. vi. 
14. Gal. v. 1,.— 4. Where you may ſee be- 
lievers are ſaid to “ be not under the law, 
* but under grace ;” and exhorted to “ ſtand 
te faſt in the liberty wherewith Chriſt hath 
ce made them free;“ and aſſured, that

C What then? ſhall we fin, becauſe we are not 
“ not under the law, but under grace? God 
& forbid,” From which texts, together with 
their contexts, ic is evident, that the belie-

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ver's freedom from the law as a covenant, 
does not at all free him from obligation to 
it as a rule, but ſuperadds to the natural 
obligation, that of grace, which both argu- 
mentatively and affectively teaches what the 
law does authoritively and preceptively, 
namely, to deny ungodlineſs and worldly 
* luſts, and to live ſoberly, righteouſly and 
godly, i in this preſent world,” Tit.! a 12.

Here the reader may notice, that the ſub- 


ject ſpoken of is the believer, or the ſaint's 


old and new man deſcribed, (which is part 


of the title of that ſection, ) or conſidered as 


to his regenerate and unregenerate part; in 
which view he is frequently ſpoken of in 
{cripture.; ex. gr. 1 John iii. 6, 9. it is ſaid 
of a believer, or the perſon born of God, 
that he ſinneth not,“ and that, *he cannot 
& ſin, becauſe he is born of God: there he 
is ſpoken of as to his new bpm or rege- 
nerate part, But 1 John i. 8. the words are, 
« If we ſay that we have no fin, we deceive 
ec gurſelves, and the truth is not in us:“ 

where the apoſtle ſpeaks of believers unre- 
generate and corrupt part. Now, this be- 
ing the ſcriptural repreſentation of the be- 
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liever, the foreſaid parades” 18 eaſily proven, 
from ſcripture. 
The fir branch is, That he is equally 
bent to good and to evil. For the proof of 
this, you are directed in the foot-note to 
Rom. vii. 21. where the apoſtle Paul, ſpeak- 
ing both of his corrupt and renewed part, 
ſays, ve] find a law, that when I would do 
& 505d, evil is preſent with me.” And if 
you read the proceeding and following con= 
text,you will find him complaining how cor- 
ruption bends him as far one way as grace 
another. 
The other part of the fame paradox is, 
That the believer is on theſe accdunts both a 
devil and a ſaint, Now, that the believer 
is by nature and corruption a devil, is one 
branch of thig poſition here to be confirmed, 
That he is fo by nature, 1s proven by the 
following ſcriptures in the forecited page at 
the bottom. John vi. 70. and viii. 24. 
compared; where Chrilt ſpeaking of ſome 
that were in a natural ſtate, via of Judas 
and the Jews, diſcovers what is the ſtate of 
all men by nature, tha: „ they are of their 
« father the devil, ſince the luſts of their fa- 
ce ther they will do, and therefore may be 
called devils, as our Lord called Judas, ſay- 
. ing, *« | have choſen you twelve, "and one of 
cc you is a devil.” And ſuch are believers 
alſo naturally, as deſcendents of the firſt 
Adam, being * children of difovedience, 
« and children of wrath by nature, even as 
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ce others,” Eph. ii. 2, 3. And that the be- 
liever is ſo, not only by nature, but alſo by 
reaſon of remaining corruption, is proven at 
the foot of the ſame page, from James iii. 15. 
where that apoſtle, ſpeaking of ſtriſe and 
envy, that may be even among the children 
of God, (which indeed has taken too much 
place in all ages,) fays “ This wiſdom de- 

« ſcendeth not from above, but is earthly, 

© ſenſual, deviliſh,” Again, that tho? the 

believer-be by nature and corruption a devil, 
yet he is by grace and regeneration a ſaint, 
is documented alſo in the {ame page from 

1 Cor. vi. 11. Such were ſome of you: 

but ye are ſanctified, &c, 

In this manner you may go over all the 
reſt of the paradoxes, riddles, or myſteries, 
contained in this book, and find them evi- 
dently confirmed by the ſcriptures of truth, 

the word of God. This might be no unpro- 
fitable exerciſe, but tend to lead you in to 
the true knowledge of the goſpel, to which 
myſteries are ſo eſſential, that it is deſigned 

by them, and called the wiſdom of God in a 

myſtery, 1 Cor. ii. 7, and the knowledge of 

which is ſo eſſential to. Chriſtianity, and ſo. 

_ abſolutely neceſſary ro ſalvation, that the 
fame apoſtle declares, that, * if our 3 
« be hid, it is hid to them that are loſt: in 

«« whom the god of this world hath blinded 

ce the minds of them which believe not, leſt 

ce the light of the glorious goſpel] of Chriſt, 
ce who is the image of God, ſhould ſhine- 

„% unto them.“ 
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Again, if you ſearch the ſeriptures, you 
will fee many more proofs for every point 
than I have adduced, and perhaps many 
much more oppoſite; for theſe only are ſet. 
down at the bottom of the page that firſt 
occured to me: yet | ſuppoſe, though ſome- 
times but one and ſometimes more ſcriptures 
are pointed Gut, they are ſuch as ſufficiently 
confirm the . poſitions they relate to. But 
that other fcriptures might have been ad- 
duced in plenty, I ſhall give one inſtance in 
the paradox jult now mentioned, viz. That 
every believer while in this world, is both a 
devil and a ſaint, The latter clauſe i is what 
none will deny, namely, That every true be- 
liever is a ſaint; for further proof of which, 
you might ſee Acts xv. 9. and xxvi. 18. Se. 
But becauſe the firſt clauſe may ſeem more 
harſh, it may by ſcripture be alſo further e- 
vinced two ways: 1/, In reſpect of the daily 
commiſſion of fin he has to challenge himſelf. 
with; for the ſcripture ſays, Eccl. vii. 20. 
3 there is not a juit man upon earth, that 
&« doeth good, and ER not,” And. with 
this compare 1 John iii. 8. © He that com- 
© mitted fin is of the devil.“ Hence it is 
plain there is not a juſt man upon earth, but 
may, in reſpect of tne coinmiſſion of fin, be 
called a evil. 249, In reſpect of prevalent 
temptations, by which he may be hurried 
into thoſe things bat ſavour not of God, but 
of men 5 on which account Chritt ſays to 
Peter, Matth. xvi. 23. Get thee bebind ine, 
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Satan. And if Chriſt calls Peter a devil, 
vhom he had deſcribed as a ſaint of the firſt 
magnitude, ver. 17. one divinely bleſſed and 
enlightened; what occaſion may every be- 
liever have to call himſelf a devil! Yea, it 
is part of his faith and ſanity, to ſee and 
acknowledge with ſhame before the Lord 
his own deviliſn and deſperately wicked 
heart and nature; which a blind, ſelf-con- 
ceited world are ignorant of, being neither 
acquainted with themſelves, nor with God 
and his word. However, ſo it is, that the 
more any mall ſearch the fcripture, the more 
I hope will they diſeern, not only by the texts 
F bave quoted, but from many others alſo, 
the truth and evidence of every part of this 
book, however myſterious ſome paſſages of

Though ſome of theſe lines may want the 
politeneſs that can pleaſe the curious age, 
yet, while they ſtand firm upon a ſcriptural 
foundation, none of them want authority, 
and that of the higheſt nature, except in the 
account of mockers, and thoſe (of whom 
their are too many in our day) that are ei- 
ther Deiſts, who undervalue the ſcripture, 
or Atheiſts, who deride it: and it is fadly to 
be regretted, that thoſe people are hardened 
in their wicked principles and practices, by 
ſome that perhaps have a higher profeſſion. 
For I have ſeen two prints, one called the 
Grean, and another the Laugh, wherein ſome 

lines, picked out among others, have been 
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expoſed to ridicule: but however ſuch gen- 
tlemen may laugh at their own ſport, and 
wickedly divert themſelves with ſerious mat- 
ters for a time, I fear their laughing will if- 
ſue in weeping for ever: if God by giving 
them repentance, do not make them grone 
to purpoſe, for the evidences they thus give 
of either their grevious ignorance of the 
ſcripture, or their groſs profanity, and of 
their readineſs to yield themſelves inſtru- 
ments of the devil, to promote the Atheiſti- 
cal ſpirit of the age, which is bent enough 
(without any ſuch provocations) to laugh at 
every thing ſerious, ſacred, and ſcriptural, 
This is o palpable, without my obſervation 
upon it, and ſo ſelf-evident to all that fear 
God, and have had the patience to read ſuch 
prints, that I would not have thought them 
worth noticing ſo far, as to make this bare 
mention of them, had not Providence put 
the pen in my hand to preface this edition, 
wherein ſcriptural proofs are added to that 
part of the book. 

Reader, It gives me ſatisfaction enough to 
underſtand, that this book has already been 
uſeful and edifying to ſome, however it is 
entertained by others. The goſpel itſelf is
